A definite plan of procedure is a 
necessity in any business . .. and 
nowhere is it more necessary than 
in the purebred business. When we 
started our original herd in 19388 it 
was with the idea that I would like 
to see a good animal or two around 
the farm as a decoration. After a few 
years of haphazard buying and oper- 
ating, I realized that to be successful

we would have to follow different 
methods. We had purchased cattle 
without sufficient thought or study, 
and had accumulated quite a good- 
sized herd for a small Indiana farm. 
Fortunately we had bought a pretty 
good bull, a son of Divide Grand Duke. 
He produced pretty good bulls and 
very good females. We began to sell 
on the market females from the herd 
that were not good enough. We also 
began a closer study of pedigrees, the 
importance of which so many of us 
neglect. 


The result was we sifted and sorted 
until we had a pretty good herd of 
females, and it was also time for a 
new bull. This was in 1947, and I 
purchased three different bulls of fair 
ability. Then I began to find out how 
hard it was to find a bull that meets 
the requirements to build a good herd. 
I travelled many miles, saw lots of 
cattle, and decided I would either get 
a bull that would do the job properly 
or quit the purebred business before 
it quit me. 


There is not much room at the 
bottom, but plenty of room at the 
top ... you must work up the ladder 
at all times or you will not produce 
the kind that will improve your cus- 
tomers’ cattle . . . and this is your 
reason for being a purebred breeder. 


Anyway, we kept sorting and mar- 
keting inferior females and trying var- 
ious bulls with varied success. Finally 
in 1955 we bought Louada Commander 
for $5,000. He was a son of Calrossie 
Armada from the great Rothes Queen 
family, his dam being Rothes Carlotta, 
the mother of Kirkton Hercules, used 
so successfully at Bapton. 


At this time, more and more, I recog- 
nized the necessity of proper back- 
ground of the animals in the herd, 
males and females. We finally felt we 
were on the right track, and we be- 
lieve now, ten years later, that we 
were. We had found a herd bull. Back 
of him stood the work of many very 
sincere men . . . men dedicated to 
improvement and much planning. 
These things do not just happen. 


In 1958 we sold the farm and had 
to sell the herd or buy another farm. 
Labor was scarce, I was getting older, 
and having always been hard up the 
temptation to sell the farm and the 
cattle and put a chunk of money to- 
gether was too much. When sale day 
came I was sick, not physically, but 
sick at the thought of disposing of 
part of my life, this cattle business . .. 
and the thought that the cattle and the 
fine friends I had made would pass 
out of my life. If I thought I could 
have gotten away with it on the morn- 
ing of that sale I would have gathered

the crowd together and said, “Go 
home. I am keeping the herd.” I 
couldn’t do this to all the fine people 
who had come so far. The cattle sold, 
the sale was a fine success, averaging 
$785. 


Within a few hours after that dis- 
persal I had decided. There would be 
another farm, another herd, and my 
plans were laid. It would be a better 
herd, not so large, better looked after, 
better selection, built on the best. In 
a few days by seeking out the advice 


of men whom I thought definitely, 


knew, I was on my way. 


Since that time we have accumulat- 
ed the present herd which we are today 
dividing with you on production and 
selection. All the money I accumulated 
in the other herd and my earnings 
since in my business have been invest- 
ed in this bunch of cattle and the 160- 
acre farm. We have spared no money, 
effort or time in putting this herd 
together headed by the best stock bull 
and females obtainable.
